-sbe bad described him, ho mounted Die 
stairs from . the jail office and entered the 
chief's oilice. Miss Trim uel turned pale. 

She at once positively recognized the 
■young man as the one who sbo said had 
' knocked her down with n blow in the chest 
Friday night. 

Hnox, if he.ia the holdup, got less than 
a dollar and to add to the futility of the 
, holdup missed 20 cents in change. 

The recognition between him and Miss 
Trimbel did not seem to be mutual. He 
did not look at her directly, but seemed 
sullen and stiff necked, unwilling to admit 
that be is the right man for the crime. 

The cam is a bad one, Knox having a 
young wife and three children, at North 
Chicago to support.- 

When he is alleged to have performed 
<be holdup of Miss Trimbel it Is said he 
•wore his uniform coat and vest as a brekie

Hunt was sitting upright in ' his 
chair and seemed to he sleeping peacefully 
and it was not until Mr. Gibson attempted 
to awaken him to give him the medicine 
that it was discovered that he was dead. 
Just before one o'clock Friday morning 
members of tho family bad gone to the 
room occupied by Hunt and had given him 
some medicine. At that time there was no 
indications that tho death angel was nenr 
and Hunt took the medicine nnd seemed to 
be in good spirits.

For 
some years Hunt had been Buffering from 
asthmn and tuberculosis and only recently 
he had been in Arizona in hopes of recov- 
erlng his health.

He states 
that it it CQ*tiiig~t>ilt<.> d.umty about $800 
per month for .medical attention -'to Wau- 
keKan's poor,' ami argues with other mem- 
bers of the board that it would If much 
cheaper to employ onu or two physicians to 
attend the poor.' 

Oa the other hund some of the members 
of the board contend Hint even patient n 
who are compelled to accept medical at- 
tention ut the county's expense have their 
preference of physiciuns anil for this rea- 
son tho plan suggested is considered by 
them a hardship. The doctor who intend- 
ed worthy poor or wiw their family phy- 
sician under diGorent circumstances muBt 
give way to the county physician, and per- 
tinpB with results that jeopradizn the 
patient's life. 

Once before this matter was before the 
board and at that time was suggested a 
plan whereby each township care for Its 
own poor and bear expense for Its medical 
attention, as is now dona in Will county. 
A legal opinion was rendered at the time 
in substance, that such mode of proceedure 
would be illegal.

He did not Bee anything of Raether but 
noticed a cap which he at once recognized 
as belonging to his superior floating about 
on the icy waves. A suspicion that nil 
was not as it should be, crossed bis mind 
and be ut once hastened to search for 
Raether. He found the doors of. the 
lighthouse stuuding open nnd nt once saw 
Ratlifu-'s overcoat and uniform coat bang- 
ing on the back of a chair. He then 
searched the tower, the basement nnd the 
piers but no Raether was to be found, 

By- this tiroejiis worst fears were gain- 
ing ground nnd be hurried to the shore lo 
give the alarm. Using the telephone at 
the .valefworks as n niC'ius of communi- 
cation he notifipd Chief of Police Tyrrell 
of liifi suspicious and in u "short time the 
Chief wiib on the scene. 

Investigation commenced nnd the men 
worked their. way. around the ledge at iho 
bouHj aide, ovsr^-fco nbout .two inehes In 
thickness, there at the edge of the pier 
they found the ice cracked and the foot 
prints of the ill fated man. Crnwling on 
their stomachs they foumt foot-prints and 
cracks in tho ice all ovvr the end of the 
pier.

CHARTER 

The Charter of thd Bristol Farmers 1 
Creamery, one of the oldest incorporations 
among the farmers of Kenosha county, was 
returned to the secretary of the state last 
week by E. L. Stooebrnker and C. E. Wil- 
liams, the president and secretary of the 
company, and the old company is now 
officially out of business, 

The action to dissolve the corporation 
was taken at a meeting held at Bristol 
woe time ago, at which o large majority 
of holders of stock' in the company were 
present. 

The plant of the company was recently 
sold to the Bowman Milk Company of 
Chicago, and it it understood that with the 
first of the new year the plant will be 
changed from a creamery into a milk 
bottling plant.

Remains of Mrs. Francis Proline Turned In- 
to Composition Resembling Cement. 

Buried from St. Mary's church twonly- 
six years ago nnd the remains in a perfect 
stale of preservation an the day they 
were interred excepting that they appear- 
ed to be petrified, not exactly like n stone 
but into a composition resembling cement, 
this is the condition of the body of Mrs. 
Francis Proline, an old resident of Lake 
County, whose remains were disinterred in 
tin) local cemetery this week. 

It 1b the most unusual cose of tbo kind 
over reported in Lake County, perhaps in 
the whole state and is different from moBt 
coses where bodies have been found turned 
to stone, becanso of the fact that tbe com- 
position, while bard, resembled cement 
more than marble oi stoneas is usually tbe 
case. 

That something unusual had entered in- 
to the transformation of tho body is shown 
from the fact that the remains of the hus- 
band of the woman which were laid to 
rest beside her eighteen years ago, bad all 
returned to dust, 'and tbe same condition 
of earth was found to exist in tba two 
graves which were right adjoining each 
other. 

Tbo remains were removed fnoth tbe 
lot in question in order to be placed in 
another lot. Mrs. Proline was the mother 
of Mrs. Joseph Gonjo of this city and of 
Frank Proline of Liberty ville. With her 
husband, and Mr. Gonyo'e son. they occu- 
pied a lot in St. Mary's cemetery, but some 
time ago Mr. nnd Mrs. Gonyo decided 
that they would prefer having them all on 
tho Gonyo lot. 

Arrangements were therefore made to 
have the three bodies disinterred and 
placed on the Gonjo lot, nnd sexton Pat- 
rick McCann of thecemeterv, won assigned 
to the task of lifting tbo three bodies. 

The workmen found the remains of the 
young man and those of Mr Proline in the 
natural condition that one would expect 
to had thf in ii Ft cr many years, but when 
they came to the crave of Mrs. Proline 
they were surpiUed lo find the body in 
one solid mass, so solid in fact that ac- 
cording to one of the men present, the 
body wns like a statute and would bnve 
stood erect without support hud they 
placed it in an upright po-titinn. 

Even the features of tbe body were as 
clear and distinct nt the day the woman 
died, according to those present. Some 
of the men claim that thn reiiuin.4 were in 
u Ime state of [tnrlifk'aliuu "even though 
the body was not hard like stone. They 
say it wns much heavier than an ordinary 
body Iilwo they claim petrification surely 
took p!act!.— Waukegan Gaz"tto.

Tbe last report of the treasurer, Dec. 2, 
shows cash on hand $11,000. The bills for 
the September term of the county board 
have all been met and all other obligations 
have been cancelled until Saturday. 

Then Treasurer Asm tfKwerfii tent, it 
be paid further any orders for the present- 
county board meeting he would uot be able 
to pay off the two panels of the circuit court 
jury or to meet Incidental expenses of cor- 
oner's juries and other affairs that might 
come up, Therefore he suspended pay- 
ment and all orders for cash were turned 
down at the office. 

County Treasurer, Amea in on interview 
stated that practically every bank in Lake 
county had refused to loan tho county 
money, owing to the present condition of 
financial affairs and the clearing house role 
during tbe pftnent crisis.

On Sunday evening shortly after nine 
o'clock, for the first time, tbe village of 
Anlioch realized its long cherished hope 
of being lighted by electricity. It being 
Sunday evening only tbe arc lamps were 
lit at the first trial of the Bystem, but on 
Monday evening tbe incandescent lamps 
were also turned on and the stores shone 
with a brilliancy they had never before 
known. 

As is always tbe case with a plant of 
this kind, some little difficulty bos been 
experienced in regulating the massive 
machinery, but when all parts have been 
thoroughly tested and regulated Anlioch 
will have a lighting system that is second 
to none, and one of which we may well be 
proud. 

For a long time the citizens of Antioch 
have fully realized that the old kerosene 
lamps, which up to the present time have 
been the only mean« of illuminating the 
streets, were inadequate for an enterpris- 
ing town of this size, and several vain at- 
tempB were made to install a more 
suitable lighting pystem. But oil pre- 
vious efforts proved fruitlcas until last 
spring when H. H. Kellogg, then of Wau- 
kegan applied for a franchise for the 
I i Killing of the town nnd tin- mime wa» 
granted by the village board. 

The past few months were then spent . 
by him in erecting n suitable building. 
inttalUng I he n-quiretl machinery, wireing 
the town etc., This work consumed uibfo 
time I ban was at first thought necessary, 
mid an I'Xt.'n-ioii ril time was asked for 
by the Electric Company and readily 
granted hy the village board. Some little 
delay was caused by the necessity of re- 
placing of the poles along the imiin street 
witli higher ones in order that the telephone 
company might nue the sumo. poles, but 
the work nf installing the plant hua been 
accomplished unci Anlioch in now the 
proud posessor of a lighting system that 
would do credit lo a town many times its 
size. 

The arc lamps give a steady brilliant 
light that throwB its rays far out over tbe 
streets makintr them almost as light as 
during the day. These lights can be 
seen for miles and serve to make our vil- 
lage more attractive than evar and the 
fact that Antioch now bas n first clasa 
lighting system, and cement walks are 
rapidly replacing tbe old boards, and 
also that the tower bos been erected 
and the town can soon boast of a complete 
nyBtem of water works goes to prove tb»t 
this village is progressing with the times 
and is fur from being numbered with the, 
dead ones, -. 

That the 'light-- are fully appreciated by 
Tba resident? of the town is quits evident 
from the number of lights that have al- 
ready been installed.

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Colombo, Coy Ion.— Reginald Hebor 
boa taught moro peoplo than havo the 
geographies that there Is such a place 
as Ceylon, and ho has determined tholr 
ImproBBlon of It. For everybody knows 
his hymn, ■ "From Greenland's Icy 
Mountains," which runs: 

"What thouRh the spicy breezes 
Blow soft o'er Ceylon's Isle, 

■Where every prospect pleases, 
And only man Is vile." 

That is n trifle hard on Coylon, but 
It has forever marked this island ob 
Identified with Christian missions. 
And they aro here, not so apparent, 
perhaps, ns the pleasing prospects, 
for thlB la a singularly beautiful land, 
but stilt easily discernible to a seeking 
eye. Tho first signs of Christianity, In 
this land of palms, spices and tea, ore 
the lofty church spires of Colombo; 
tho next, tho silver creases about the 
necks of the diving boys. 

The Diving Boys of Colombo, 

As the ocean liner approaches hor 
moorings aho Is surrounded by a fleet 
Dt home-made canoes containing na- 
tive boys crying, "Dive!

A False Tooth Worshipped. 
ThlB is a center of Buddhism. It la 
to Kandy, tho ancient capital, tbnt 
Buddhists mako pilgrimages from all 
over the Island, and also from India. 
Our Buddhist guide naivoly Informed 
us that "All tho world cornea to Kandy 
every full moon." For at Kandy Is the 
famous shrine containing Buddha's 
tooth. Tho looth that Ib annually dls* 
played is bogus, tho original having 
boon taken awny and destroyed by the 
Portuguese, although tho temple at* 
tendanta deny this. Said one of them: 
"Of course tills Ib tha real tooth, else 
why would millions of people worship 
it?" This reasoning satisfied him, ns 
It did tho other devout worshippers 
whom I saw at the shrine of tho 
tooth. In this temple thero Is a rather 
startling representation, in n series of 
pictures In colors, of future [mulsh- 
meats; it was surprising to rind tbnt 
a warm destiny awaits liars; my ex- 
porlence with Buddhists had led mo to 
bcllevo that there must be a special

lustrous-eyed urchins with the sun* 
bleached hair will dive 30 feet from 
the ship's rail In pursuit of a coin. 
Long after tho passengers havo wear* 
led of the nmusement the "boys will 
still surround the ship with their 
cries and their oft-repeated song, "Ta- 
ra-ra-ra-boom-de*lay," until the traveler 
Is quite ready to assent to tho hymn- 
writer's declaration that tho Singhalese 
are "vile," 

Thoso boys are mostly Roman Cath- 
olic, as are nine-tenths of the Chris- 
tiana in tho Island. So effective has 
mission work been that Christians are 
always Included by the natives In any 
enumeration of tho religions of Coy- 
Ian, Ten per cent of tho island's pap- 
ulation of three and a half million 
people is Christian. The prevailing 
faiths are in thlB numerical order: 
Buddhist, Hindu, Mohammedan, and 
Christian. Except for the crosses and 
Bcapulars (tho natives do not wear 
clothes enough to conceal their scapu- 
lars) the Christiana may not be known 
by any outward token. In the cuso of 
men, they commonly wear long hair 
and the comb on top of tholr beads, 
which gives them a Mephlstophelian 
nppearance; tho poorer people are 
naked to the waist or went* only a 
breech-clout. 

The same is true of the Buddhists. 
The Hindus are Tamils, from India, 
and they aro smeared on face and 
body with various Beet marks In. 
ashes. The Tamil women wear nose 
rings, bracelets, finger rings, anklets 
and toe rings. The Mohammedan men 
wear turbans or fez caps and their 
women, at least- of the better class, go 
veiled. 

The Singhalese are a flne-!ooking, but 
somewhat femlnino people, With good 
features, en erect carrlago and lithe, 
well-formed bodies, Bhlnlng In the sun, 
these soft-eyed men look like philoso- 
phers; It it* distinctly a shook to find 
that practically o very ono you. meet la

A Polyglot Institution. 
Tho vigor and popularity of tho ns- 
Hoclntlon In Ceylon nro attested by tho 
fact that there are 19 branches scat- 
tered over the Island, with 1,360 mom* 
bors, of whom 360 are rnombora of etu- 
dent associations comprising Burghcra 
(as the half-castes, or Eurnslnns, are 
called here), Europeans, Slnehnlcss 
and Tamils. Rollgtously, these nre di- 
vided into FarsocB, .Mohammedans, 
nuddblsts, HlnduB and Christians, in 
one of the small branches four men 
lodge; one of theBO is n Canadian, 
one a Burghor, ono a Singhalese and 
ono a Tamil. Altogether, tho associa- 
tion provides rCBldenco for 22 men. A 
strong body of loading European real* 
donts direct the work, nnd there are 
many Europeans in the membership, 
hut these aro such principally from 
altruistic motives; the membership 
that enjoys tho privileges of the aiio- 
elation la clearly native. I found the 
reading room and restaurant and game 
room being well patronized. The dis- 
tinctively religious work is well dcnel- 
oped, 14 weekly classos for Bible atudy 
being maintained. A young Canadian, 
Mr. C. A Ada ma, of Mag I II university,! 
Is tho secretary in charge of the Y. M.J 
C. A. work throughout tho islands. 1 
Young Women'* MUilon Work. \ 
It is somewhat noteworthy that la 
thla old and famous mission field bo 
prominent a place Bhauld be occupied 
by thoso modern organizations, (he 
Young Men's Chriatlan association and 
the Young Women's Christian asBOcl- 
ntlon. Of thojnttor thero aro 13 
branches in Ceylon, Miss "Campbell, of 
Knndy, an English young woman, be* 
Ing general secretary. A young womaa 
from Iowa, who wan for some Urns sec- 
retary of tho Y. W. C. A, at German- 
town, Fa„ Miss M. F. Cross, Is to 
charge of tho association In Colombo, 
In a charming pnlm-shaded bungalow 
n homo Is provided for young women, 
nnd n social and rollglous center main- 
tained. While more than a little so- 
cial wsrk la done among young women, 
the success of the religious department 
hns overshadowed nit olse.

The 
schools do more than a little to over- 
come It. Wlillo thoso articles are 
confined to American nnd Canndlan 
missions, tho excellent work done by 
tho many British societies ia met with 
at every turn. Most of the missions 
that dot Ceylon aro British; it Is to 
their praise that there Is very llttlo 
criticism of missions hero, and moat 
of tli at is a mere echo of the prejudice 
agalnBt missions which exists' m the 
world of travel.

FULLY 200,000 NEEDED 



About 260 Widows and 1,000 Children 
Left Without Means of Sup- 
port by the Mine 
Disaster. 



Pnlrmont, W. Vn,— The permanent 
roller commlttco, headed hy Gov. W. 
M. O. Dawson, to provldo for tho 
widows and orphans In distress 
through the recent explosion at the 
mines of tho Fairmont Coal compnny 
at Monongah, Sunday prepared an ap- 
ponl for funds that Is being sont to 
chnmherB of commerce and kindred or- 
ganizations nil over tho country. 

All nowspnpors are urged to aid the 
work uy recolvlng contributions, ac- 
knowledging them Ui rough their col* 
umns and sending them to tho treas- 
urer. 

Contributions of clothing, toys for 
tho orphans nt Christmas time, and 
similar donations aro to he sent to 
W. H. Moore, mayor of Monongah, 
and chairman or tho committee look- 
ing after tho temporary wants of tho 
victims. 

Tho committee's appeal In part Is: 

"At Monongah, \V. Vn., on Friday, 
December 0, an explosion in mines of 
the Fairmont Coal company resulted 
In the death ot approximately 350 em- 
ployes. Fully 250 widows and 1,000 
children are left without any means of 
support, 

"As near as can he determined at 
this time almost $50,000 from all 
sources has been' subscribed. Upon the 
basis of $300 for each widow, and $100 
for each child under lfl years of age, 
$175,000 will he required, At least 
$25,000 will bo * necessary to provldo, 
on relatively the aamo baslB. for the 
aged dependents of the unmarried 
victims, tho ninny now* 'Unborn chil- 
dren and the undoubted accessions to 
the married victims' list when com- 
plete. Information has been received. 

"The commlttco feels that a basis 
lower than tho above will not be ade- 
quate to properly care for the needs

A TERRIBLE CONDITION. 



Washington. — In pant years many 
communications have been received 
by tho poBtofflco department re- 
questing delivery of BO-called "Santa 
Clans Jottera" to philanthropic socie- 
ties and othcra in various parts of tho 
country, hut the requests liavo 
always boon denied, tho department 
taking tho Btand that letters ot Im- 
portance would bo classed with the 
"Santa Claus letters" through error; 
that it would he exposing to private 
parties confidential correspondence; 
that the letters might contain valuable 
Inclosurcs and that such a practice 
would not bo In keeping with tho 
principle of the sanctity of the malls. 

Now, however, Postmaster General 
Meyer has adopted a more liberal at- 
titude toward tho children, as Indi- 
cated by his action of Saturday la is- 
suing an order to poatmnstcrs all over 
tho country to whom letters full of 
trust and pleading are coming In such 
numbers from the little ones to lot the 
peoplo of their cities know through 
tho newspapers that mall addressed 
to Santa Claus will ho delivered to any 
responsible parties who will under- 
taka to act as Santa Claus' agents In 
tho mattor. The ordor follows: 

"Ordered that hereafter and uatil 
the close of tho first day of January, 
1908, postmasters are directed to de- 
liver all letters arriving at their re* 
Bpectlvo poBtohlces addressed plainly 
and unmistakably to 'Santa Claus/ 
without any other torma or expres- 
sions Identifying the person for whom 
such letters are Intended, to any regu- 
larly organized charitable society In 
the city or town of addrosa, to ho used 
exclusively for philanthropic purposes. 
In the event that claim should he 
made by more' than ono such society 
for letters so addressed, such letters 
wilt be equally divided according to 
number, between or among tho socie- 
ties making such claim." 

As it wub found that tho namo "Kris 
Kringlo" appears in various city di- 
rectories, It was decided, In ordor to 
avoid confusion and loss of letters In- 
tended for persons of thut unmo, that 
tho new regulation should apply only 
to Santa Claus, who appears to have 
no namesake.
